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~ Pope warns Americans 


about general absolution 


VATICAN CITY (NC)—Pope Paul has 
warned the U.S. church against abuses of 
general absolution and delayed receptio 
of first confession. > 


Recalling earlier statements he had 
made on the importance of personal 
confession, Pope Pay| said: “And today we 
add explicitly: We ask for faithful ob- 
servance of the norms (limiting the use of 
general absolution).” 


THE POPE’S remarks came April 20 as 
he received in audience the bishops of 
New York state—Region 2 of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops (NCCB). 


He told the bishops that the ministry of 
the confessional is a top priority in the 
church. 


“Other works, for lack of time, may have 


to be postponed or even abandoned, but ~ 


not the confessional,” the pope said. 


THE BISHOPS of NCCB Region 2, 
headed by Cardinal Terence Cooke of New 
York, were the first among the 12 NCCB 
regional groups all scheduled to make 
their required five-year visits this year. 
These official visits are called “ad limina” 
(“to the threshhold” of the apostles Peter 
and. Paul). 


(The bishops of Region 11, which 
includes Bishop Leo T. Maher of San 
Diego, will make their visit in October.) 

The vope’s references to general 
absolution followed controversy in the 
United States in the past two years over 
penitential services in Memphis, Tenn., 
where general absolution was given 
because Bishop Carroll T. Dozier of 
Memphis judged that there were not 
enough confessors to accommodate the 
large number of people present. (See page 
7). 


OTHER American bishops have taken 
similar steps since then. Within the last 
year large penitential services with 
general absolution were conducted in the 
archdiocese of Newark, N.J., and in the 
diocese of Lansing, Mich. 


The question of first confession and first 
communion has been the subject of 
discussions between the Vatican and the 
NCCB for at least five years. 


_Last May, a joint letter from the prefects 

- of the Vatican Congregation for the Clergy 

and the Congregation for the Sacraments 

and Divine Worship said that, “as a general 

rule,” first confession should precede first 
communion.

IN HIS English-language taik to the 
bishops, Pope Paul asked them to reflect 
“on a fundamental aspect of the gospel: 
Christ’s call to conversion.” 


He continued: “Dear brothers, this call 
to conversion has come down to us from 
the Lord Jesus: It is meant for our own 
lives,and for our incessant and fearless 
proclamation to the world.” 


Conversion is linked to the renewing 
action of the gospel, the pope said, and it 
“constitutes the goal to be achieved by our 
apostolic ministry: to awaken a conscious- 
ness of its personal and social dimension, 
together with a realization that ‘Grace has 
far surpassed sin’ (Romans 5:20); and to 
proclaim salvation in Jesus Christ.” 


THE POPE then recalled that, with his 
approval and mandate, the Doctrinal 
Congregation had issued six years ago 
norms regulating general sacramental 
absolution. 


He noted that that document, “Sacra- 
mentum Paenitentiae,” (“The Sacrament 
of Pehance’’) “reiterated the solemn 
‘teaching of the Council of Trent concern- 
ing the divine precept of individual 
confession.” 


The pope went on: “The document also 
acknowledged the difficulty experienced 
by.the faithful in sore places in going to 
individual-confession because of a lack of 
priests..Provisions were made for general 
abscilulion in Cases Ci Eravé NeCESSH;, and 
the conditions — constituting this grave 
necessity were clearly specified (Norm 
SJ 


NORM 3 requires that several condi- 
tions be met in order for general absolu- 
tion to be allowed: There are too few 
priests to accommodate the number of 
penitents within a reasonable period of 
time, penitents would consequently be 
deprived of receiving the sacraments 
through no fault of their own, and this 
situation would persist for a considerable 
period of time. 


“It was then reserved to the Ordinary 
(bishop in charge of a diocese), after 
consultation with other members of the 
episcopal conference,” said Pope Paul, “to 
judge whether the necessary conditions 
determined by the Apostolic See and 
specified in Norm 3 were in fact present. 


“Ordinaries were not authorized to 
change the required conditions, to substi- 
tute other conditions for those given, or to 
determine grave necessity according to 
their personal criteria, however worthy.”

Suffers from Downs Syndrome 


Handicapped man serves 
as eucharistic minister 


BALTIMORE (NC)—Quiet prayers 
of thanks and tears of joy filled St. 
Patrick church in Baltimore recently 
when Jerome Scardina, a 51-year-old 
man suffering from Downs Syndrome, 
was Officially installed as an extra- 
ordinary minister of the eucharist. 


A first in the archdiocese of 
Baltimore—and possibly in the entire 
country—Scardina’s installation 
comes just as the Baltimore arch- 
diocese was preparing for a confer- 
ence on handicapped awareness. 


MORE COMMONLY known as 
“monogolism,’ Downs Syndrome is 
often accompanied by distorted facial 
features, unintelligible speech, 
psychomotor difficulties and severely 
restrained mental capabilities. 


But for Scardina—smiling, confi- 
dent and elated over his calling to 
such a high ministry—the illness 
seemed to be but a minor hindrance 
as he performed for the ‘first time in 
his new role. 


The biggest hurdle, according to . 


those who helped him to prepare for 
it, has been getting others to accept 
his handicap. 


HE WAS 27 years old in 1951 when — 


he received his first communion. If 
his mother had her way, it would have 
been much sooner. She died four 
years ago, and until then had found 
herself in an uphill struggle to have 
Jerome not only receive communion 
but also participate in other sacra- 
ments and church activities. 


According to his sister, Delores 
Rebuck, Scardina is a very religious 
man and is aware of a relationship 
with Jesus Christ, even though his 
prayers are not always inteligible. Up 
until his recent installation, she said, 
he would have never thought himself 
worthy of administering the eucharist. 


Scardina attends weekly CCD 
programs at St. Patrick and is involved 


“with the Heart of Jesus prayer 


community there. And as part of the 
archdiocese’s effort to fight 
“handicapism,’ the attitude that 
rejects abnormalities partly out of 
ignorance and partly out of fear, he 
will minister at a special Conference 
on Handicapped Awareness April 29 
at Baltimore's Good Samaritan 
Hospital. 


“Handicapism is the biggest 
handicap of all,” says John Morrison, 
who will be chairman of the confer- 
ence. And Scardina might well agree. 
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The National Catholic. Rural Life 
Conference asked Congress to delay 
any changes in the 1902 Reclamation 
Act which restricts the amount of land 
any one farm may have irrigated by 
federally funded projects.

The Canadian Center for Ecumen- 
ism proposed the establishment of an 
ecumenical school in an area where 
the number of Catholic and Protestant 
students Is not sufficient to justify two 
denominational schools. 


In an open letter more than 300 
priests accused Archbishop Eman- 
uele Gerada, the papal nuncio to El 
Salvador, of siding with its military 
government and fostering division in 
the church. Bishop Pedro Arnoldo 
Aparicio of San Vicente suspended 10 
of the priests and sent an apology to 
the nuncio. 


Sixteen state representatives pro- 
tested to the Missouri bishops a 
statement on the Equal Rights 
Amendment that will be considered 
by a committee of the U.S. bishops’ 
conference in May. 


The archdiocese of New York and 
the diocese of Brooklyn, in an unusual 


~ joint statement on a public issue, 
~~ criticized a homosexual rights bill as 


“harmful to the community” and 
“dangerously poor legislation.” 


The Czechoslovakian government 
has “completely wiped out” organized 
religious education in cities and 
highly populated areas, and is con- 
tinuing to weaken the number and 
effectiveness of the nation’s priests, 
according to church officials in Rome. 
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‘The! Italian Chamber of Deputies 
(lower house of Parliament) passed a 
liberalized abortion bili which would 
permit abortion virtually or’ demand 
in the first three months of pregnancy. 
The bill now goes to the Senate. 


The Vatican daily, L’Osservatore 
Romano, predicted that the coming 
years will probably bring a general rise 
in the number of priestly ordinations. 


A Massachusetts congressman and 
the president of Boston. University 
unveiled a. plan which they say will 
solve the problem of financing college 
education in the United States by 
advancitig up to $5,000 a year to 
students who would repay the money 
over their working lifetimes. 


The U.S. Supreme Court struck 
down the nation’s last state ban on 
clergymen’s holding public office, 
nullifying a 182-year-old provision of 
the Tennessee constitution which 
said involvement in politics might 
affect the clergy’s “dedication to God 
and the care of souls.”

‘Possible violation’, says postal service 


SC stops Bingo listing

Bingo is regarded with great suspicion 
by the U.S. department of justice. And the 
Southern Cross has been warned by the 
postal service that ads for Bingo “consti- 
tute a possible violation” of U.S. law. 

Last week SC was officially informed by 
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SC’s Bingo ad 


Robert J. Ebbing, San Diego manager, 
mailing requirements and services, U.S. 
postal service, that Bingo ads which “offer 
the elements of consideration, chance, 
and prize” could violate Title 18, U.S. 
Code, Section 1302. : 


THIS is the section which deals with 
mailing lottery tickets or similar material. 


Assistant U.S. Attorney William Bower 
confirmed this ruling, when SC called for 
his explanation. “Bingo has, by case, been 
judged a lottery,” he said. Therefore, it is 
in conflict with the postal code. 


But Bingo is legal in California. Itis used 
by churches, clubs, social groups and 
others as a means of providing entertain- 
ment and raising funds. Catholic schools 


in many areas depend on Bingo revenue to 


stay open. 
HOWEVER legal it may be here, it is 


regarded as a lottery by the U.S. postal 


service and department of justice. 


So the ads for the parishes are missing 
from our pages this week. The small 
revenue—about. $25—is insignificant by 
comparison with the loss tothe parishes in 
promoting their events through the ad. 


It. is strange that ads for Caliente, Del 
Mar, Santa Anita and other race tracks are 
not so penalized. Ads for Las Vegas 
receive no such treatment. They may all 
be sent through the mails without hind- 
rance. They are not regarded as being so 
heinous as Bingo. 

The Southern Cross is taking the matter 
up with the Catholic Press Association, 
meeting in national convention in San 
Diego this week.

4. Don't sell yourself 
short. “Don’t sell yourself 
short because you may 
have surrendered to the will 
of your bishop in a matter 
where you felt you were 
right. Saints have been 
doing that for centuries. It’s 
called obedience.” 


5. Give yourself credit. 
“You have done a tremen- 
dous ‘amount of good in 


-your life. You have touched 


many other lives with your 
goodwill and your love. 
Don’t sell short this power 
that you have: The church 
needs you. Christ needs 
you; his gifted writers.

Does Holocaust compare with abortion? 


There has been sharp criticism of the conserva- 
tive national Catholic weekly newspaper The 
Wanderer for comparing the Holocaust, the Nazi 
slaughter of six million Jews, to legalized abortion 
in the United States. Holocaust was featured on 
NBC-TV for four nights last week. 


The Wanderer, a weekly paper published in St. 
Paul, Minn., said in an editorial that American 
acceptance of abortion may be a greater evil than 
the failure of German Christians to stand up against 
the Jewish slaughter. The editorial called abortion 

- “the American holocaust of our own day,” and 
called the TV show “a means for discussion of the 
whole issue of the sacredness of human life.” 


Rabbi Balfour Brickner, director of interreligious 
activities of the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations, said the comparison “insults the 
memory of six million dead (and) presents acrude, 
obvious, crass, even obscene, exploitation of what 
should remain a tragically unique and hallowed 
memory.” 


The Religious Coalition for Abortion Rights also 
criticized the Wanderer editorial, saying that the 
comparison used by the newspaper. “sought to 
absolve the guilt of Christians in general, and 
Germans in particular, for having allowed the 
Holocaust to occur.” ; 


A matter of responsibility 


The big question which has always arisen over 
the Holocaust of the Jews of Europe under Hitler is 
whether Christians did enough to prevent it if they 
knew about it. The TV series did little to settle the 
question. Wanderer, in its editorial, said the 
Christians in| Germany and German occupied 
territory during the Nazi period were living in 


conditions where to argue with the government was. 


to invite imprisonment or death. The Wanderer is 
on very weak ground there. 


Christian tradition of anti-Semitism surely played 
a big part in the German violence against Jews. 
Unlike the Germans, said the Wanderer, Ameri- 
cans can vote out of office those legislators who 
support abortion. “Americans cannot wring their 
hands and express horror at what happened in the 
Nazi holocaust of 35 years ago, if they continue to 
- harden their hearts against what has been done 
and is being done to millions of unborn human 
persons in the United States ‘today,” said the 
editorial. ee oe 
There is no doubt that Holocaust brought home 
to all of us the evils of prejudice and race hatred, 
and the community responsibility constantly to be 


ready to battle and to sacrifice for the right to life of — 


all. We can compare the evil of abortion with the evil 
of Nazi Germany, because once it is accepted that a 
life is at stake in every abortion, the enormity of the 
crime in numbers, at least, is comparable with the 
Holocaust. The tragedy is that not enough citizens 
are yet persuaded that a life is at stake. That’s what 
we have to teach them. 


He didn’t need a reminder 
There was one man who needed no TV reminder 


of the horror of Auschwitz and the gas chambers— 
Brother Stanley Kolowski, of Jersey City, N.J. Still 
visible between his elbow and wrist is the number 
12988, the “discount number’ as he calls it that 
was tattooed on him by the Nazis at the Auschwitz 
concentration camp. 


A native of Poland, the Conventual Franciscan 
Brother was caught in Hitler's net and shipped to 
the prison where hundreds of thousands of Jews 
and others were killed. He survived Auschwitz only 
because there was no more room in the gas 
chamber on his appointed day. A short time later he 
was moved to another camp, where he was 
liberated by American troops two hours before he 
was to be executed. 


His efforts to organize secret masses for the 
inmates of Auschwitz earned for him the title 
“Bishop of Auschwitz”. He often assisted priests by 
carrying the consecrated host under a patch on 
his uniform. Does he look back in anger? His 
message is forgiving, stressing “pity and sympa- 
thy” for his oppressors. “Every age has its stress, 
demands and solutions,” he says. “We have to 
adjust to where God places us today. Christ’s 
message is still ringing. Not for Mussolini, Stalin or 
Hitler—for us, today.” :

We all have that something 


We were talking—about the spirit- 
uality of lay persons in the church and 
whether it does or should differ from 
that of priests or religious. 


Since the Vatican II revelation that 
profound experience of God and a 
sense of mission—not to mention 
ministry—may be discussed in the 
context of “lay apostolate,” we have, | 
think, gone a little overboard in 
categorizing spirituality. 


AS A NATION we are given to over- © 


definition and over-specification. 
Once spirituality was, so to speak, “up 
for grabs” we began earnestly debat- 
ing the various spiritualities of a 
priest, a nun, a deacon, a man, a 
women, mother or father, teenager 
nurse or doctor. 


Each apparently was so different 
that none of the others could possibly 
understand it. Which, | suppose, is as 
good a way as any of saying that 
spirituality is not the prerogative of 
any particular life style, and at the 
same time maintaining a certain 
elitism. 


But basically, we were talking of the 
expression of spirituality within a 
variety of ways of life rather than 


spirituality itself. In essence, spirit- 
uality is the relationship of the 
individual to God and the subjective 
experience of God in day-to-day living, 
something intensely personal. 


EACH PERSON’S spirituality is~ 


unique. If we speak of spirituality we 
can speak with authority only of our 
own. We may observe what is appar- 
ent in someone else, but we can never 
really know how he or she stands 
before God nor how intimately the 
knowledge of God has penetrated 
another life. 


Every saint had detractors, it 
appears, probably because profound 
experience of God can only be truly 
communicated to those who share it 
or something like it. Despite the often 
voluminous writings by and on these 


holy people, we can still only approxi- 


mate the extent of their spiritual- 
ity. 

As to whether one form or “level” of 
Spiritual experience is more valid or 
“higher” than another, who, in the 
long term, is really qualified to say— 
apart from Jesus himself? For the 
spirituality we are considering is not 
one trimmed to accommodate the 


vagaries of life’s circumstances, but 
one mirroring his own enduring and 
authentic response to God. 


THE ONLY true model for the 
Christian spiritual life is Jesus. Our 
own stumbling efforts to emulate him 
and integrate his loving, obedient 
service into our lives, must surely 


determine what we call our spiritual- 
‘ity. 


How can we tell whether we are 
“closer to God” than some. other 
person or group? Does it really matter? 
Before the pure and total union of 
Jesus with his Father, we are all 
inadequate. 

We may pray all day and see visions 
but still not truly encounter God— 
although that is unlikely since he is so 
eager to encounter us. We may falter 
through half-uttered prayer, full of 
self-doubt and uncertainty, and yet be 
surprised by his incredibly loving 
embrace. 

LAY OR NOT, every Christian should 
expect to progress daily in the love 
affair with God. To lose oneself in love, 
of, with and in him, is our destiny, our 
whole purpose of life. However we 
come to that consumation is the “right 
way” for us. Whatever our life style, it 


is merely a vehicle in which we 
transport our souls to God. 
Spirituality is our gift and our 
mission. Awareness of God, know- 
ledge of God, love of God, union with 
God—the life plan is the same, 
whoever we are. It is not easier for one 
than another nor more important. 


If we are to talk of spirituality, rather 
than discuss heights and depths and 
levels, types and forms, presence or 
absence, we must, | think, speak of 
freedom and help. Each of us is free to 
develop spiritually in his own way; 
each should feel free to offer his 
experience to another and accept a 
confidence in return without judg- 
ment, in mutual support. 


THE INITIATIVE for spiritual growth 
is always God’s and we lose something 


of it when we allow ourselves to . 
‘become self-congratulatory or self- 


important or when we try to “second- 
guess” his will for us. 


If our love is true enough, our only 
thought will be a deeper and deeper 
obsession with our beloved with 
neither time nor inclination to distract 
ourselves with calculations of levels or 
degrees of “spirituality.”

New models of church 
life and community 


By Father Donald McCarthy 


Someone recently offered this bit of sage 
advice, “Don’t gripe about your church, it 
might have changed since you were there last 
time.” 


Within the Catholic tradition these cede 
seem to have relevance as parishes offer — 


innovations such as new kinds of music at 


mass, and communal penance services; and. 
lay persons distribute holy communion or —_ 


speak from the pulpit about marriage, social 
problems, and parish finances. 


IN FACT, priests often hear people say 
they don’t go to church anymore because it 
just isn’t the same as it was in those more calm 
and peaceful days before the Second Vatican 
Council in 1962-65. 


On the other hand, many priests feel that a 
greater proportion of Catholics who come to 
mass today have an active and personal 
commitment to their faith than in those 
complacent days of old. 


Catholics who are firmly convinced of the 
abiding presence of the Holy Spirit speaking 
in the church through the pope and the 
bishops seem least likely to turn away from 
the church in frustration during these days of 
rapid change. They know that the Spirit will 
guarantee the church’s authenticity no 
matter what changes occur. 


BUT THIS DOES not mean that every 
new experimental practice can be blamed on 
the pope or the bishops. When the Second 
Vatican Council called for renewal, the 


media dramatization a kind of “instant 
reform” exploded during the past decade. 
Several more decades will be required to sift 
the chaff from the wheat. : 


Three areas of reform in church life stand 
out as authentic and desirable: 


1) THE NEW MODEL of the church as 
People of God. The laity are now more fully 
involved in the church’s work through 
pastoral councils. and parish councils; 
through leadership roles in Catholic schools 
and hospitals; through parish ministry to the 


youth, to married couples, to the sick and the- 


aged; and through family-centered religious 
education. The church as a community has a 


renewed vision of her role as a leavenin the — 


civic community and as collaborating 
ecumenically with other churches and 
communions for the good of the human 
community. 


2) THE NEW MODEL of the priesthood 
and religious communities. The role of service 
to the world and presence in the world has 
changed the traditional model of priests and 
religious as persons not only set apart but 
even isolated from the human community. 


plative orders, certainly, are still an integral 
part of the church. 


3) THE NEW MODEL of spiritual 
development. The old asceticism of an 
individual and private spiritual life has come to 
include greater emphasis on community 
prayer and worship and spiritual growth 
through service and support of others in 
need, The mass and the sacraments are 
becoming more effective experiences of the 
presence of Christ as well as exercises of 
spiritual conviction. 


There are other areas of debate and 
controversy which have arisen since the 
Second Vatican Council, questions touching 
divorce and marriage, contraception, abor- 


tion, Sunday mass obligation, and even the: 


nature of heaven and hell. 


In the face of such difficulties, however, 
Catholics are invited to have confidence in 
the abiding presénce in the church of the Holy 
Spirit, who will bring forth in time the 
clarification needed in such matters.

Why seek experience of God outside the mass?

All religion should be a canny mixture of spiritual experience 
and exemplary moral behavior. The elimination of one or the 
other produces inadequate results. 


Take away the spiritual experience and you ied only the 


cranky moralist. 


REMOVE THE moral quest and behold a mere self-seeker 
of spiritual experience- who is doomed to disappointment 
because without the moral quest, he cannot realize spiritual 
experience. 


The Council of Trent had urged Catholics to be people of 
good works bothin the area of moral action and spiritual deeds. 
While both are necessary, there is a primacy given to the 
spiritual deeds, for the spiritual experience should sustain the 
lasting dedication to the moral order. 


For Catholics the mass has always been the supreme source 
of spiritual experience. This was true officially and in theory, 
but not always in practice. 


THE COUNCIL of Trent reformed the mass by eliminating 
what we might call the “allegorical eucharist” (in which each 
part of the ceremony reflected a scene from the Passion) and 
replaced it with a “ritual eucharist” (in which each detail was 
minutely regulated). The Tridentine mass was to be 
unchangeable, thus reflecting the unchangeable nature of the 
church. 


From one point of view this was successful. The Tridentine 
mass prevailed from 1570 to the mid-1960’s, although it was not 
accepted in France and Germany until the 1830. As a 
recognizable international ritual, the Tridentine mass offered 
comfort and-solace and familiarity to Catholics everywhere 
from Rome to Paris to New York to Hong Kong. 


On the minus side, it allowed for no spontaneity to speak of, 
and it forbade the use of vernacular. Protestants had 
successfully made the transition to local languages. The 


Fathers of Trent could not bring themselves to allow for 
vernacular liturgy. 


THUS, WHILE Catholics held onto the mass as their 
central saving ritual and sacrament, they often looked 
elsewhere for the spiritual experience of God for which their 
souls hungered. On the popular level, this was expressed in 
what has been called devotionalism. 

Veneration of the saints, pilgrimages, novenas, rosaries, the 
Way of the Cross, vernacular hymn fests, holy cards, statues, 
lengthy books of popular prayers, vivid emotional meditations 
on the life of Christ, miracle seeking, shrine visiting, adoration 
of the reserved eucharist, holy hours, devotion to the Sacred 
Heart, the wearing of medals and scapulars, the fondness for 
private revelations to mystical people—all of these were major 
features in a tapestry of popular devotion growing up alongside 
the Tridentine mass and the other sacraments of the church. 

Many of these pious practices had endured from the Middle 


Ages when the mass was even further removed from the* 


people. (Think of the iron grilles that hid the deep-set choirs of 
medieval cathedrals.) is 


CRITICS HAVE complained that all these devotions were 
too sentimental, suffused with bad taste and inauthentic quests 
for the experience of Christ. The opinion is too harsh. 
Devotionalism afforded millions of Catholics for many 
centuries a simple, direct and appealing access to the love and 
experience of Christ. 


The devotionalism also enabled Catholics to find beauty in 
the mass and the sacraments. Devotional theorists always 
maintained that works of piety led one to the eucharist with 
more fervor and better preparation. 

Even Protestants had their own version of devotionalism. 
The so-called pietism of the central European Protestants and 
the sweet revival music of English Methodism and: American

revised liturgy with all the elements of vernacular, spontaneity 
and méaningfulness that the reformers wanted. Yet countless 
Catholics are seeking spiritual experience in what could easily 
be called the New Devotionalism: charismatic renewal, 
marriage encounter, cursillos and other similar movements of 
religious enthusiasm. 


The so-called “Second Great Awakening” among American 
Protestants is their version of the New Pietism. What is the 


lesson? Most likely there will always be a popular devotional 


religion alongside the official ceremonial religion. 


Why fight it? Such personal devotion should make official 
ceremony and sacrament. more vibrant. The data seems to say 
it does.

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Running asa giant 
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She showed millions the 
‘little way’ to sanctity

Imagine a girl who died at 24 after having 


done nothing spectacular, yet who came to be 
. known and revered all over the world in just a 


few years (without the help of a press agent), 
was acclaimed a saint by millions of Catholics 
and non-Catholics, and within 30 years was 
canonized. 


The girl was Therese Martin, who became 
Sister Therese of the Child Jesus and is 
referred to lovingly as the Little Flower. 


MARIE-FRANCOISE-THERESE — was - 


born at Alencon on Jan. 2, 1873. She was the 


. youngest of five daughters, whose father was 


a watchmaker and jeweler, and whose 
mother produced fine lace. 


While Therese was her daddy’s darling, she 
was just four when her mother died, and it 
took her eight years to recover from the 


“emotional shock. This was her “winter of 


trial.” Her resultant sensitivity, shyness and 
diffidence made school life difficult for her, 


» although she was a good student. 


Lot 


At 10, she became seriously ill, suffering 
convulsions, hallucinations and comas for 
three months. Her sudden cure came in 
answer to her prayers to Our Lady of 
Victories. 


THEN, ON Christmas-of 1886, she 
underwent a dramatic change, her “con- 
version.” It came about simply as a reaction to 
a chance remark of her father’s about her 
childlike attachment to Christmas festivities. 


Whatever the psychological connection 


between the remark and her reaction was, 
she later wrote that “on that blessed night the 
sweet child Jesus, scarcely an hour old, filled 
the darkness of my soul with floods of light. By 
becoming weak and little for love of me, he 
made me strong and brave; he put his own 
weapons into my hands so that I went from 
strength to strength, beginning, if I May say 
so, ‘to run as a giant.’ ” 


Earlier that year her sister Mary had joined 
Pauline, her eldest sister, in the convent, 
Carmel of Lisieux, and the next year she got 
her father’s permission to enter the same 
convent. However the ecclesiastical authori- 
ties considered her too young. A few months 
later her father took her to Rome onaFrench 
pilgrimage for the sacerdotal jubilee of Leo 
XIIL. 


WHEN SHE KNELT for the pope’s 
blessing, she broke the rule of silence and 
asked him, in honor of his jubilee, to permit 
her to enter Carmel when she was 15. His 
kindly but non-committal answer was: “You 
shall enter if it is God’s will.” It was God’s will, 
and she joined her sisters.on Apr. 9, 1888. 


She took seriously the special Carmelite 
duty to pray for priests. In spite of her physical 
delicacy she observed all austerities called for 
by the rule, but she was not allowed to fast: 


Her prayer life was unpretentious. Her 
autobiography contains a beautifully simple 
description of prayer: “With me prayer is a 
lifting of the heart; a look toward heaven; acry 
of gratitude and love uttered equally in sorrow 
and in joy.

“IN A WORD, something noble, super- 
natural, which enlarges my soul and unites it 
to God...Except the Divine Office, which in 
spite of my unworthiness is a daily joy, I have 
not the courage to look through books for 
beautiful prayers...I do as a child who has not 
learned to read—I just tell our Lord all that I 
want and he understands.”

A new approach to a traditional devotion 


By Father Joseph M. Champlin 


On the-Fidays of Lent we provide as usual the traditional : iz 
_ Stations of the Cross. That ancient devotional practice, dating 
back over 1,000 years, still attracts many to church, especially 


throughout the Lenten season. The crowds are less than they 
were, for example, 20 years ago, but a significant number 
‘continue to find inspiration from this dramatic journey to 
Calvary. 

We made a few adjustments this year in that devotional 
service in our parish. The changes developed from our 
understanding of a recent (1973) Roman document, “Holy 
Communion and Worship of the Eucharist Outside of Mass.” 


IT HAS GENERALLY been the custom to conclude 
stations with benediction of the Blessed Sacrament. However, 
the revised ritual and its guidelines for eucharistic devotions 
clearly state: “Exposition which is held éxclusively for the giving 
of benediction is prohibited” (Article 89). 

In addition, the same section offers the following directive: 


Short periods of exposition (like the procedure at the 


conclusion of stations) “are to be arranged in such a way that 
the blessing with the eucharist is preceded by a suitable period 
for readings of the Ward of God, songs, prayers and sufficient 
time for silent prayer.” 


To fulfill those norms we began the 7 p.m. Friday devotions i in” 


Lent with exposition of the Blessed Sacrament. The 
congregation sang a eucharistic hymn; the priest incensed the 
consecrated host enclosed within a sd seeds monstrance. 


SERVERS THEN led a procession around the church for 
the 14 stations. People in the pews and the priest at the pulpit 
employed a popular Barton-Cotton booklet of scripturally 
based comments, readings and prayers to accompany the Lord 
on his “via dolorosa”. 


This text. includes a 15th and concluding pause, the 
resurrection of Jesus from the dead. For this the priest leader 
moved from pulpit to altar and stood there before the exposed 
sacrament accompanied by cross bearer with two acolytes. 


The Barton-Cotton pamphlet suggests, at the conclusion of 


_ the resurrection reflection, that all remain standing and recite | 


the Apostles’ Creed. This act of faith nicely links together the 
suffering Savior just remembered by the 14 stations and the 
risen Lord present within the sacred bread upon the altar. 


AFTERWARDS, the congregation sang another hymn, the 
celebrant incensed the host and finally blessed all with the 
sacrament exposed. “Holy God, we praise thy name,” which 
has closed so many devotional services over the years, likewise 
concluded this service. 

The shift in this approach to benediction attenipts to make 
clearer the essential link between holy mass and the reserved 
sacrament. “The celebration of the eucharist in the sacrifice of 
the mass” is “truly the origin and the goal of the worship which 
is shown to the eucharist outside mass.” That quotation from 
Article 2 summarizes the church’s teaching on this issue. 

The logic behind the Holy See’s revision should ultimately 
overcome our reluctance to alter long established ways of 
doing things in our devotional lives. 


Seeker of reconciliation 


‘We must show the compassionate face of Christ’

One of the biggest 1976 religious press stories was the 
reconciliation ceremonies in Memphis, Tenn., in which Bishop 
Carroll T. Dozier called upon the people of his diocese to lay 
aside differences between themselves and God, and between 
themselves and others, and be forgiven. 


Then, with 70 priests, he granted 13,000 people general 
absolution. Some religious leaders, including Pope Paul VI, 
viewed the mass conferral of sacramental absolution with 
concern. 


BISHOP DOZIER, first bishop of Memphis, replied that the 
event transformed Catholic life there. Although it brought to 
the public a special element of drama and fervor, the ceremony 
was only part of a reconciliation program he began when he 
came to Memphis in 1971. 


He is a native of Richmond, Va., and his demeanor and 
accent mark him for Southerners as a man of breeding. His 
conversation marks him as an informed student of theoloay— 
traditional.as well as modern, and a careful observer of the 
times. He believes the ministry of the church can make real a 
reconciliation between estranged and hostile people, and his 
episcopal administration seeks to put that belief into action. 


When the diocese was established in 1971 the collective mind : 


of Memphis had been dominated for some years by the struggle 
for racial equality experienced by so many American 
communities in the 1960s. In addition, a strong pro-Vietnam 
War feeling prevailed. 


THE CHURCH in Memphis had not been without discord. 
Tennessee’s Catholic bishop at the time was Bishop Joseph A. 
Durick, of Nashville. His record on the civil rights question was 
bold and determined. Some in Memphis followed him with an 
equal amount of courage and resolve. But many Catholics did 
not. 


When Bishop Dozier spoke of reconciliation, unity, and 
healing at his installation, many said they hoped he meant an 
end to religious involvement in matters of broader human 
interest. But that was not the case. 


His. opening address was expanded later by words and 
actions that said no true reconciliation is possible until justice 
and truth are served by honest reflection and then resolution of 
conflicts, all with openness to the Holy Spirit and in submission 
to the mandates of Jesus. 


ELEVEN MONTHS after taking office, he issued a 20-page 
pastoral letter to his diocese on war and peace. Applications to 
the Vietnam War were obvious. Almost overnight, he became 4 
hero for the anti-war faction, and something much less than a 
hero for its pro-war citizens. 


The bishop was not unaware of the dispute the letter created 
even in his own diocesan community, but he said that if nothing 
else the letter caused Memphis Catholics to face the war issue 
in terms of morality. 


In 1974, Bishop Dozier told his people ofthe church’s debt to 
women and need for the ministry of women. While not calling 
for their priestly ordination, he insisted upon-full justice for 
women in society and religion. He followed it up by placing 


many women in high diocesan positions. 
IN 1977, the bishop included ecumenism in his reconcilia- 


‘tion program in an.active way. On behalf of the diocese, he 


signed covenants with large local Protestant bodies, the 
Presbyterian Church and the Christian Methodist Episcopal 
Church. Covenants will be followed by pulpit exchanges, 
common prayer exercises, and grass roots sharing. 


It is against a backdrop of reconciliation through awareness, 
repentance, and resolution, that Bishop Dozier sees the two 
large reconciliation rites in late 1976. While believing that public 
interest in what went on was important, he thinks his press was 
not always good. 


He was concerned especially about the suggestion that 
Catholics who had been divorced and were in irregular 
marriages were a particular audience in the invitation to receive 
absolution. “We hardly -have 13,000 people (out of 34,000 
Catholics) married outside the church in Memphis,” he said. 


FURTHERMORE, he pointed out that participants in the 
ceremonies were told that if they had marriage separation 
problems, they had to submit the matter through a priest to the 
tribunal. 


The bishop also believed the ceremony helped private 


_ confessions. Studies revealed a noticeable upswing after the 


rites. 


Bishop Dozier also saw the ceremonies as only part of what 
should be church efforts everywhere for reconciliation. “We 
are the Body of Christ,” he said. “That means we must show 
the face of Christ—his justice and his compassion.”

Jesuit Father Virgil Blum, 
president of the Catholic League 
for Religious and Civil Rights, is a 
noted campaigner across the 
nation against anti-Catholic 
prejudice.

“First, Catholic authorities, both 
religious and communal, have to 
decide themselves that they are 
not going to tolerate passively any 
further manifestations of anti-

“SECOND, they will need to 
invest organizational and_ finan- 
cial resources to assemble 
empirical data about anti-Catholic 
discrimination—especially in 
‘various high prestige sectors of 
American life’-—and make the 
persuasive case | believe can and 
should be made.”

Rosary makers spread faith with their fingers

They spread their faith with their fingers. They are 
rosary makers—eight parishioners of St. John the 
Evangelist parish, San Diego, who have made by 
hand thousands of rosaries for distribution to 
prisons, detention centers, and missions throughout 
the diocese and the world. 


The inspiration behind the project is Louise 
Sullivan. She trained Olivia McGraw who began 
making rosaries in 1976. Mrs. Sullivan then 
recruited Mary and Henry Carlisle, who have since 
taught the art to four other people in the parish— 
Mary Gurosko, Marie Yurkovich, Catherine Rober- 
ton, and Angie Buechner. 


WHEN MRS. SULLIVAN first talked to Mrs. Carlisle 
about rosary making, Mrs. Carlisle said she couldn't 
see well enough. She would learn after having 
cataracts removed from her eyes. 


“But | didn’t wait,” related Mrs. Sullivan. “I gave 
her a beginner's kit.” 


While recovering from removal of the cataracts, 
Mrs. Carlisle’s husband, Henry, picked up the kit and 
learned how to make rosaries. Then he helped his 
wife learn as her sight improved. 


HE 1S NOW a mainstay and the problem solver in 
the project. He also has learned from Mrs. Sullivan 
the special technique of making chain rosaries. 


“He said at first it was too tedious, but he stayed 
with it and now he is a genius at it,” said Mrs. 
Sullivan. 


Most of the rosaries are made from nylon cord, 
plastic beads and crucifixes. Mrs. Carlisle makes up 
a kit with materials from Our Lady of Rosary Makers 
in Louisville, Ky. 


THE KIT, which costs about $5 contains enough 
materials to make 100 rosaries. It includes 6,000 
inches of nylon cord cut into 60-inch lengths which 
Carlisle prepares on a cord winder he invented to 
make the task easier. ; 


The kit also includes two staves (tools), 10 bags of 
plastic beads, 100 plastic crucifixes and individual 
bags in which to place the finished rosaries. 


At the average rate of 15 minutes arosary, 100. can 
be finished in about 25 hours. 


THESE ROSARIES have gone into detention 
centers and jails of San Diego and Tijuana through 
priests and religious attending to the spiritual needs 
of the inmates. 


The rosaries have also reached missionaries 
around the world. And Mrs. Sullivan and the Carlisles 
are constantly receiving more requests. 


Last year during a vacation to Alaska the Carlisles 
took rosaries and gave them to the Daughters of St. 
Paul (DSP) and to a priest of the Anchorage diocese. 


THEN SOME DSP sisters in Hawaii heard about the

rosaries and wrote requesting some. 


The group also gave 500 rosaries to a sailor 
aboard the aircraft carrier USS Enterprise to pass on 
to a priest in the Philippines. 


They have sent 640 to the Benedictines for 
distribution in India, 500 to the Holy Ghost Fathers 
and 300 to the Catholic Church Extension Society— 
all in the past year. 


AND MRS. SULLIVAN and Mrs. McGraw together 
made 6,109 rosaries. in 1977. 


Henry Carlisle brought it into prospective. “If we've 
given away 25,000 beads there have been at least 
25,000 little prayers.” 


The money for this operation of love comes almost 
entirely from their own pockets. But they admit the 
greatest expense is postage for mailing the rosaries 
to missionaries. 


BUT CARLISLE, WHO is retired, won't take money 
for one of his chain rosaries, which takes about two- 
and-a-half hours to make. 


“Somewhere up above someone has given me a 
few extra prayers,” he states. “I’m not out for an extra 
buck. If | can give something away to make someone 
else happy, then that makes me happy.” 


The chain rosaries made by Mrs. Sullivan and 
Henry Carlisle are reserved mainly for the sick and 
elderly. Many are given to St. Rose of Lima parish, 
Chula Vista, for the eucharistic ministers to give to 
shut-ins they visit. 


MRS. SULLIVAN started making rosaries about 18 
years ago when her husband died. “I had to take over 
repairing my mother’s rosary,” she related. 


“There was a group at St. John parish making 
rosaries for the missions, so | joined it. But one by 
one the members quit and | was left as the sole 
maker.” That was about 15 years ago. But she kept 
making rosaries. 


Then 14 years later the rosary group at St. John 
prospered again because Mrs. Sullivan kept the faith 
flowing through her fingers.

Coldly logical people, profes- 
sionals at that, working from what they 
considered motives for the purification of 
the race, were responsible for the deaths 
of millions of people. 


That was euthanasia jn one country less 
than 40 years ago. This little booklet is a
